A clipping from the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat of August 21 is 
headed “Rare Stamps Sell at All 
Time Low Here.” 

We quote the clipping and will 
make our comment after a re- 
print of this clipping. 

“Stamp collectors failed to back 
up their hobby with war prosper- 
ity bidding last night when 75 
gathered for an auction of rare 
stamps as the climax of the 
Mound City Club’s_ exhibition 
held at Hotel Melbourne in con- 
nection with the Society of Phil- 
atelic Americans.” 

“Stamps of rare vintage and 
history went at prices some 
observers termed all-time lows, 
although the catalogue, pre- 
viously mailed to philatelists 
throughout the nation, listed 554 
“choice” lots. 

“The greatest price plunge was 
suffered by an 1851 imperforate 
United States stamp which had 
been bisected vertically to reduce 
its postal value a practice com- 
mon in early days. It was listed 
in the catalogue at $1500, but was 
knocked down to an unidentified 
bidder for $10.50.” 

“Top price for a single item was 
$710 for a 10-cent 1851 imperfor- 
ate United States stamp with, the 
catalogue said, “an insignificant 
pinhead size blemish in the hair.” 
It was listed at $1000. An 1846 
St, Louis 5-cent stamp, duplicates 
of which obesrvers said went for 














$300 in former years, sold for 
$102.50.” 
Our own experience leads us 


fo take all newspaper reports of 
stamp news with a grain of salt 
and since this is a newspaper 
feport we question its authenticity 
for the very reason that in all three 
stamps above mentioned, there 
are factors whick determine prices 
and based on the actual facts as 
tegards the stamps we would be 
obliged to say that prices as quo- 
ted are not out of line, in fact 
the 10c 1851 brought an excellent 
figure. 

The catalogue illustration of the 
8c split on cover makes the cover 
look questionable. A cover of this 
type would be a le rate cover 
and therefore should never have 
been sealed) The catalogue does 
hot state whether this was a sealed 
on an unsealed cover, but our 
guess would be that it was a seal- 
ed cover and that instead of the 
stamp being an actual split of a 
half stamp used for 1c we would 
be inclined to believe from the il- 
lustration that it was simply a 
stamp that had been badly cut and 
was actually used and passed 
through the mali for a 3c stamp.|

stamps to be affixed. The Phil- 
atelic Agency, Post Office Depart- 
ment, Washington 25, D. C., does 
not service firstday covers, but 
stamps of selected quality for 
collectors may be obtained on mail 
orders sent to that Agency, with 
allowance for return postage.

Double Paper Now 
Being Used In Our 
Current Stamps 


Mr. George M. Bramann of 
Lake Charles, La., sends us a 
copy of the current 1c Four Free- 
doms stamp and calls attention 
to the double paper in the stamp. 
The copy at hand still has some 
of the gum on it and is almost 
entirely seperated or split into 
two pieces. The thin back layer 
with some gum is thinner than 
tissue and the other layer is -about 
twice the thickness of the back 
layer. 

I have had in my desk drawer 
for several months, a pair of the 
lec Dayton, Ohio, Bureau Printed 
Presidential Precancels which is 
split so that it is almost perfect 
as a double paper variety. 

It would seem that the type of 
now being used is unlike 
the old style porous paper which 
is.made by a deposit of pulp on 
a screen which is passed between 
heavy rollers to press out the 
water and leave a solid sheet of 
paper. This new paper now used 
in our stamps seems to be of the 
nature of a laminated paper, two 
or three very thin sheets being 
pressed together to produce one 
single sheet. 

You can have a bit of fun ex- 
perimenting with most any of the 
current stamps by soaking them 
thoroughly, in some cases, they 
may float apart while in other 
instances a bit of tinkering will 
separate them into two or three 
thin pieces. .

; quently a first rrinting has been 
changed for some fancied improve- 
;}ment in a future printing. Other 
a are occasioned by other 
changes in the procuction and the 
following are just a few things 
we have noted in past months. 

In the series of envelopes by 
Walter T. Poppenger, we find in 
his announcements that he offers 
the envelopes on white and six 
different colors of paper. This is 
a very wild statement for we 
have some of the envelopes on as 
many as twelve colors of paper.

INTO ATTRACTIVE FIELD

| two or three blue covers, each dis- 








tinetly different in shade or color. 
This is true of other colors also. 

The most interesting thing a- 
bout the Poppenger covers how- 
ever is the fact that the illustra- 
tions in some instances have the 
wording lettered by hand and are 
a part of the cut from which the 
printing is made. In other in- 
stances, the wording, or at least 
some part of it has been set from 
type by the printer and in the case 
of a reprinting of the particular 
cover, a different type has been 
used or the type has been spaced 
differently, in som instances let- 
ter spaced, which means that a 
small space has been placed be- 
tween each letter in the word to 
spread the word out and thus 
make the line longer. I have in 
mind that cover which pictures a 
long legged lanky Uncle Sam with 
a revolver in his hand and which 
has the wording below the picture 
“GETTING WARM.” There are 
three or four daifferent of this 
printing. We also note others in 
which there are two or more dif- 
ferent printings due to changes in 
the type set wording. 

In the second set of Gimbel 
covers I recently found that cover 
which is worded “America Needs 
Your Help” and which’ has an 
outline design of an eagle over a 
bar of red, white and blue, run- 
ning in a slightiy slanting direc- 
tion from the left edge of the co- 
ver towards the center. It is but 
natural that these three _ bars 
should be in the order as named 
above, red, white and blue. I have 
recently found this cover in which 
the colored bars are reevrsed and 
are blue, white and red. 

On the first cover the red, white 
and blue one I have also noted a 
variety which gives evidence of:a 
different printing than in the 
origina! printing. You will note on 
your covers a small circle with a 
letter C inside the circle. This is 
a recognized mark indicating that 
the printing or picture is protect- 
ed by copyright. I have the cover 
in which the C mark is printed 
in red and another cover in which 
the mark is in blue. If one wants 
to go so far as paper varieties, you 
will readily find both a white and 
a cream colored paper in these 
covers. 

Another variety recently found 
is in the “Old Gicry” cover, that 
one with the flag over the entire 
back of the cover. 

The common cover is one in 
which the imprint of the publisher 
is in small capital letters in three 
linef of print at the lower edge of 
the front of the cover. I have 
cover of this same design in which 
the publishers imprint is in two 
lines of ordinary capitals and 
lower case letters, same as the 
type which is used in the reading 
columns of this paper, only in a 
small six point size, 

One of the older Patriotic en- 
velopes is a Dime Store variety 
which first showed up on the 
West Coast because the publisher 


was from Seattle This is the cover | 


which has a round blue sphere 
atop of which is an eagle in red 
and at base a ribbon panel. The 
wording is “1776 * Let’s Keep * 
The * Americas * for * Ameri- 
cans * Monroe Dectrine * Dec. 2, 
1823”. The copyright C is in the 
left end of the ribbon. On _ the 
back o: this cover we find the 
publishers name in a single line, 
“Copyright A. M. Chester, 1939 
Seattle, Washington, U, S. A.” The 
early date indicates this as a co- 
ver which might best be classed 
as anti Japanese or Anti Chinese,

| There is a definite need for a 
catalogue of these covers. The 
production of such a catalogue is 
looming up as a bigger job than 
one might think. It is not possible 
to illustrate the covers for the cost 
of production of a catalogue fully 
illustrated would make it unsalea- 
ble in large enough quantity to 
pay its cost. 

The only other way is by a list- 
ing of the wording as we have 
done in these columns in the past. 
This plan is being worked on and 
we hope to be able to make a 
start this winter and produce a 
catalogue of varieties in our own 
collection.

If one were to make the statement that more people than ever be- 
fore are becoming stamp collectors some would doubt the statement 
and argue that it just could not be so because of the vast number that 
are being taken into the services and the further fact that people who

Our own business however confirms this fac’ 
in a way that one can not doubt it and and every 
indication in the stamp world leads to that be-

lowing Pearl Harbor, or in fact for a period from some few months 
previous to Pearl Harbor, the country was in the jitters and no one 


knew what would come next. Over that period stamps were not 
moving so well and the peoples interest and wonderment as to the 
future kept them from much philatelic activity with the result 
that business was not heavy and stamp paper subscriptions were 
not coming so plentilfully. 

Now that we are more or less settled down in 2 definite plan, 
people are planning their own future with a bette: knowledge of 
what to expect and what to do. It is a fact that thousands of the 
cream of the stamp collecting fraternity, those most active collectors 
between the ages of 20 and 40, the boys who usually whoop things 
up at the annual meets, are now in the service, yet large numbers of 
these have continued with their philatelic interest even while in camp 
and will continue to do so until sent abroad. The wise collector rec- 
ognizes the many opportunities for valuable and interesting philatelic 
finds that come to men in the service in these days of interest in war 
covers and while some will follow this interest even after being 
sent abroad others will give up until they return 

Then the recent issue by this country of several new stamps and 
the final issue of this series of Flag stamps has brought a tremendous 
revival of interest in those who for a few years or months have ne- 
glected the hobby. 

As a result of the big subscription campaign four years ago last 
December and January, our renewals and new subscriptions took a 
slump at the beginning of this year and we reached the lowest figure 
we have had in years around January 15th. At that time our cir- 
culation dropped to a figure where we were printing just over 
10,000 copies weekly. Since that date the circulation has started to 
grow by leaps and bounds, all those long time subscriptions washed 
up in the two winter months were out of the way and normalcy 
again set in so that with the weekly new subscriptions received we 
have again passed the 12,000 mark and new ones are being added 
right during these hot summer weeks at the rate of from 50 to 100 
subscribers per week. 

This is the best proof in the world of the great interest that is 
sweeping the public and making more people interested in stamp 
collecting. More money to spend helps this and as for business, 
dealers are all more anxious to buy than to sell, 

Already some people are speculating as to the end of this war. 
It may come on us suddenly as did the end of the first war and 
who don’t remember the great celebrations that swept this country 
when news of the armistice was flashed. , 

It is most likely that this war will end in much the same man- 
ner, just how soon that will be is anybody’s right to guess, but 
when it does come, we are going to have to brace our feet, sit tight 
and make a lot of readjustments that will be necessary. We 
every confidence that through that period stamp collecting will 
boom as it has never boomed before for stamp collectors are a 
pretty good class of people, they usually have a few spare dollars 
put away and are geneially prepared for that rainy day. 

Floods of new material will come from Europe, the interest 
will shift to these issues, current market prices will settle to a 
firm basis and we stamp collectors will move ahead with a con- 
fidence that can come only to the man who has placed his invest- 
ments in material that will hold its value as has been proven in 
every crisis of the past when it comes down to stamp values.

rare item listing at $500 used and 
is apparently unknown on a cover 
but the cancellation did not tie 
the stamp. This thus has all the 
earmarks of a manufactured piece 
and it is most probable that the 
stamp would have brought a bet- 
ter figure had this stigma been 
removed by i:emoving the stamp 
from the cover. for collectors do 
not like stamps or covers that 
suggest tampering and rather than 
adding to the value of the stamp, 
the fact that the cover was not a 
properly cancelled one’ detracts 
from the stamp which would have 
probably sold better off cover. 
As for the balance of the ma- 
terial in the sale. we know noth- 
ing about the prices paid and can 
only judge by the newspaper 


clipping, but we are inclined to

The flat wrapping is a marvel- 
ous improvement over the old 
“twist and roll,” it arrived in a 
much better condition—the ends 
not raveled, torn and dirty, 
because the paper is more nearly 
the size of letters and is carried 
with the letter mail instead of 
the parcels, This, together with 
the neat folding, permits one to 
open and read his paper without 
a half-hour of unrolling, reroll- 
ing and finally ironing. 

I was greatly intrigued this 
week to find, upon the infold of 
the wrapper a cancellation that 
is much sovghi after by an old 
bachelor Philatelist. The circum- 
stances surrounding its applica- 
tion would, no doubt, prove 
mighty interesting could you tell 
the story? 

You see, upon removing the 
wrapper carefully, as I always 
do, I found, under the last flap, 
a perfect imprint, in carmine, of 
a luscious pair of lips. It was a 
and ap- 
parently made full of intent to 
manufacture a perfect impression, 


of course a perfect impression 
requires a perfect die, and the 
printer seemed possessed of 
same. 


It is unperforated and unwater- 
marked; but it is difficult to de- 
termine if it is an early print 
or a late one; it is doubtful if it 
is an unused copy; or with full 
gum; but, if used, it is a splendid 
specimen ‘after being “mailed.”

,we travelled down to St. Louis
